SALOON MGULATION 


It ^ereteps that the decision of the Royal Arch to fight 


tlie new iiqaor ordinance was instigated by the brewers of 
Sacramento, Seattle, Portland and San Francisco. These 
outside brewers hare arrogantly undertaken to forbid the 
people of Oakland to regulate the saloon business in this 
city in any way that the foreign beer-makers disapprove. 


In essence the issue which the brewers of Sacramento, 


Seattle, Portland and San Francisco propose to present 
through the Royal Arch is, shall the people of Oakland con- 
trol their own affairs or shall a lot of brewers in other cities 
and the wholesale whisky dealers of San Francisco regulate 
*h* Wooor business to suit themselves and for their own 
prom. 


Many of the most disreputable saloons in Oakland are 


backed or owned by outside brewers, who make this city a 
dumping ground for their surplus product and are defiantly 
resisting the effort of the citizens of this town to put the 
liquor traffic under reasonable and wholesome restrictions. 


The leader in the movement of the liquor men to initiate 


? -K-fffp-open ordinance as? a substitute for the ordinance re- 
cently enacted is the agent for the Buffalo Brewing Com- 
pany of Sacramento. This concern supplies fifty or sixty 
saloons in Oakland with beer. It really owns a majority of 
these saloons and dictates how the managers or nominal 
proprietors shall vote in the Royal Arch, the saloon men's 
organization. 


Hence we see the Royal Arch voting to fight a salutary 


ordinance, and assessing its members fifty dollars each to 
raise a huge slush fund to prevent the number of saloons 
being reduced. An alien liquor interest has undertaken to 
take control of regulation in this city, the object being to 
prevent any effective regulation and make restriction abor- 
tive. 


The ordinance the foreign brewers have prepared for us 


provides for an unlimited number of saloons and reduces the 
license to $500 a year. It does not eliminate saloons from 
the residence districts and makes the bottling license merely 
nominal. In other words, it opens the door wide for n/>n- 
resident beer-makers and whisky dealers to open as many 
saloons as they please in the city of Oakland. There is to be 
no restriction as to the number of saloons that may be 
licensed in a block or the districts in which they may enter. 


This is the substitute for regulation the alien liquor inter- 


ests offer the people of Oakland in place of the excellent ordi- 
nance recently passed by the Council. It is not regulation at 
aE, and if closely examined will doubtless be found to con- 
tain as many bags as a spoiled bacon ham. What else could 
one expect of a liquor ordinance prepared by attorneys for 
non-resident brewers and whisky dealers? 


It may not be amiss to remind the agents for the Sacra- 


mento, Seattle. Portland and San Francisco breweries that it 
is within the power of the Council to revoke licenses at will. 
It did not require the passage of the new ordinance to clothe 
the Council with the power to dose half or all the saloons in 
town. When the selling agents of non-resident brewers de- 
clare their opposition to regulation and assess themselves to 
raise a big fund to fight regulation, their right to do business 
in this town should be sharply challenged. A conspiracy 
against law and decency is entitled to no consideration. If 
outside interests persist in interfering in the legitimate con- 
cerns of this community, it would be a good idea to keep them 
on the outside entirely.

Ing a fair compromise have warded off more severe action. But not so Jn 
the Royal Arch view, and forthwith the organization assesses each of the now 
existing' saloons $60 each to raise a gifrantic slosh fund of sotn« $20,000 to 
be expended In an effort to wipe out the new ordinance-—Vlsalla Delta.

Two Evangels of Non-Partisanship. 


The Democrats at Washington have invoked the power of 


party caucus to force an early vote on the currency bill. They 
had no other recourse. They were compelled to invoke party dis- 
cipline or see currency legislation defeated by shifty manipula- 
tion and subtle indirection. 


And why should there not be a vote on the currency bill? Is 


the party charged with the responsibility of legislation to wait 
till their political opponents give the word? Failure to bring the 
currency bill to a vote would be a reproach that the Democrats 
could not escape, and which they could not compel other parties 
to share no matter how much they had obstructed proceedings.
